1. All pending claims 1-22 are allowed. Claim 1 is independent. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 and its dependent claims 2-22 are allowable over the prior art of record 
because the prior art does not teach an integrated image-reading/writing head having a 
case, an oblong substrate having a surface mounted with an array of light receiving 
elements and with an array of heating elements, the substrate extending out of the case 
by a predetermined length (or width), the array of heating elements being mounted on a 
region of said surface of the substrate extended out of the case as claimed in claim 1 . 

There is no double patenting rejection between the present application and 
Fujimoto et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,448,995), cited below, because the present claims 
claim "a plurality of drive IC's which is not claimed in the claims of 6,448,995, and 
the claims of 6,448,995 claim "wherein the transparent cover is inclined which is not 
present in the present claims. 

Fujimoto et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,222,581 ) does not meet the claimed invention 
because the oblong case is not mounted on "said surface" (of the substrate) on which 
both the light receiving elements and heating elements are mounted. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
